To  the  Mayor ,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  County 

Borough  of  Walsall. 

Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  to  you  my 
Seventeenth  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  mortality  of  the 
Borough  for  the  year  1905. 

There  is  a  great  decrease  this  year  in  the  death  rate  when 
compared  with  1904,  when  1,670  deaths  took  place,  giving  a 
death  rate  of  18-3,  wh  ile  this  year  only  1,338  deaths  occurred, 
giving  a  rate  of  14*54  per  1,000  of  the  population,  and  a 
corrected  rate  of  14*27. 

There  has  been  a  great  reduction  in  tiae  number  of  cases 
of  Scarlet  Fever  notified. 
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In  1903,  881  cases  were  reported,  and  in  1904  the  number 
fell  to  332.  This  year  it  has  fallen  to  145  ;  and  out  of  this 
number  only  one  death  took  place,  shewing  a  percentage  of  o'8. 

The  Smallpox  Hospital  was  opened  for  a  young  woman  who 
was  a  member  of  a  theatrical  company  which  had  been  playing 
at  Oldham  two  weeks  previously,  where  they  were  suffering  from 
an  outbreak  of  Smallpox.  The  case  was  exceptionally  slight, 
and  she  was  discharged  on  February  21st  as  cured,  and  happily 
no  further  cases  have  occurred  in  the  Borough. 

Pneumonia,  Bronchitis  and  Pleurisy  were  responsible  for 
214  deaths  and  Phthisis  for  140  deaths,  as  compared  with  last 
year,  when  297  deaths  and  138  deaths  respectively  were 
recorded.  This  shows  us  that  although  the  deaths  from 
Pneumonia,  Bronchitis  and  Pleurisy  are  considerably  less,  the 
number  of  deaths  from  Phthisis  is  about  the  same. 

Since  April  1 8th,  on  receiving  notice  of  a  death  from 
Phthisis,  we  have  disinfected  the  house,  bed  and  bedding,  and 
although  this  at  present  does  not  seem  to  have  lessened  the 
disease,  still  I  think  in  time  it  will  tell,  especially  the  bed  and 
bedding  being  sprayed  and  then  washed. 

Although  there  is  a  decrease  in  Infantile  Mortality  still  I 
think  there  is  great  room  for  improvement. 

Five  hundred  and  thirty-seven  deaths  took  place  in  infants 
under  one  year  of  age  in  1904,  and  391  deaths  occurred  during 
1905.  Of  this  number  we  have  64  from  Infective  Diarrhoea 
during  the  months  of  August,  September,  and  the  beginning  of 
October.  These  deaths  should  nearly  all  be  prevented  if  the 
child  was  properly  fed  and  taken  care  of.  With  two  exceptions 
they  were  all  bottle  fed,  and  in  nearly  every  case  a  long  tube 
was  used.  It  should  be  plain  to  anyone  that  the  use  of  feeding 
bottles  with  long  tubes  was  responsible  for  such  dire  results.  I 
would  strongly  comment  on  the  fact  that  breast  fed  children  are 
so  free  from  Infective  Diarrhoea. 
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There  were  76  children  under  one  year  who  died  of  con¬ 
vulsions.  I  think  those  also  to  a  great  extent  were  bottle  fed, 
because  Convulsions  arising  from  the  condition  of  the  digestive 
organs  would  be  sure  to  be  fed  wrongly. 

I  think  that  during  1906,  when  the  time  approaches  that 
Infant  Mortality  increases,  we  shall  try  to  deal  differently 
with  it. 

I  have  been  lecturing  the  Registered  Midwives  in  the 
Borough,  and  gave  them  nine  lectures  on  the  feeding  of 
Children,  bed  and  bedding,  ventilation  of  sick  room,  Puerperal 
Fever,  the  use  of  the  Clinical  Thermometer,  &c.,  &c. 

In  connection  with  the  feeding  of  children  they  were  also 
supplied  with  a  handbill  on  the  nursing  of  babies,  how  a  baby 
ought  to  be  fed,  hand  feeding,  and  common-sense  in  the  nursing 
of  children. 

The  death  rate  from  Cancer  is  ’56  per  1,000  of  the  popula¬ 
tion,  and  this,  when  compared  with  the  death  rate  of  the  previous 
year,  is  much  the  same,  -58  being  then  recorded. 

I  again  take  the  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Chairman, 
Vice-Chairman,  and  the  Health  Committee  for  their  great  kind¬ 
ness  and  courtesy  extended  to  me  in  the  performance  of  my 
duties. 

I  have  also  to  thank  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr. 
Hubble,  who  has  so  ably  performed  the  intricate  duties  of 
his  office.

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  area  of  the  Borough  is  7,358  acres,  giving  a  distribu¬ 
tion  of  i2’5  persons  per  acre.  The  number  of  inhabited 
houses  is  20,091,  shewing  an  average  of  4*5  persons  per  house. 

Walsall  is  a  manufacturing  town,  with  residential  suburbs, 
the  staple  trade  being  saddlery,  although  tube  making  and  the 
manufacture  of  iron,  employ  a  large  number  of  hands.  The 
town  is  built  partly  on  limestone  and  partly  on  sand,  with 
a  clay  subsoil,  and  partly  on  clay,  the  surface  being  uneven, 
some  of  the  streets  having  a  considerable  incline.  The  house 
accommodation  for  the  working  classes  is,  on  the  whole,  good, 
excepting  in  the  very  old  parts  of  the  town,  where  the  streets  are 
narrow  and  the  ventilation  inadequate.  Owing  to  the  rapid 
increase  of  the  population,  large  suburbs,  consisting  of  streets  of 
houses  for  the  working  classes,  with  a  sufficiency  of  open  spaces, 
nearly  all  having  gardens,  have  been  erected  during  the  last 
few  years. 

The  staple  trade  of  the  town  (Saddlery)  has  been  bad 
owing  to  a  general  stagnation.  The  Ironworks  have  also  been 
slack,  although  the  trade  in  each  has  become  rather  better 
towards  the  end  of  the  year.  Casting,  silver  plating  and  clothiers 
have  had  a  moderate  amount  of  work. 

The  water  supply  is  provided  by  the  South  Staffordshire 
Water  Works  Company,  numerous  samples  have  been  submitted 
to  the  Borough  Analyst  for  analysis  and  he  has  certified  the 
water  was  found  to  be  free  from  pollution,  and  to  be  suitab’e  for 
drinking  and  domestic  use. 

The  population  at  the  last  census  was  86,430.  I  have 
reckoned  it  at  the  middle  of  this  year  to  be  92,000. 

There  have  been  registered  2,770  births,  1,456  males,  and 
1,314  females,  giving  a  rate  per  thousand  per  annum  of  30-10. 
This  shows  a  considerable  decrease  in  the  birth  rate  compared 
with  the  four  previous  years,  when  the  rates  were  33-43,  34-19, 
34-77,  and  34*5  respectively.

Three  hundred  and  ninety-one  deaths  in  children  under 
one  year  of  age  were  registered  during  the  year,  but  four  of  these 
were  of  children  not  belonging  to  the  Borough  ;  therefore  387 
deaths  took  place  in  children  recorded  as  belonging  to  the 
Borough,  against  537  registered  last  year. 

We  find  this  gives  us  a  rate  per  1,000  births  of  i4i,i5, 
against  178-46  recorded  last  year.  On  comparing  this  with  the 
total  death  rate  we  find  it  gives  us  a  rate  of  4-20  per  thousand 
of  the  whole  population,  a  slight  decrease  on  that  of  the  preceding 
year,  when  we  had  a  death  rate  of  5*96  per  thousand. 

The  next  table  shews  the  diseases  prevalent  among  infants 
under  one  year,  and  the  number  of  deaths  attributed  to  those 
diseases.

We  observe  in  "Fable  4  that  the  Birchil  1  s  is  the  Ward 
having  the  highest  number  of  deaths  of  children  under  one  year 
of  age,  viz.,  79.  It  also  has  the  greatest  number  of  deaths 
from  Infective  Diarrhoea,  viz.,  17.  These  17  deaths  have  been 
investigated,  16  of  the  children  were  bottle  fed  and  all  of  them 
badly  managed.  There  were  also  26  deaths  from  Convulsions. 

In  Pleck  Ward  we  have  66  deaths  of  children  under  one 
year  of  age.  Here  we  have  12  deaths  from  Infective  Diarrhoea. 
These  have  all  been  visited,  and  all  of  them  but  one  were  bottle 
fed.  We  also  ha\e  11  from  Convulsions.  I  think  it  is  quite 
probable  if  the  feeding  was  wrong  in  those  dying  from  Infective 
Diarrhoea  it  must  also  have  been  wrong  in  those  dying  from 
Convulsions. 

There  were  37  deaths  under  one  year  of  age  in  Paddock 
Ward,  and  10  of  these  were  of  Diarrhoea  We  have  here  again 
all  of  them  bottle  fed  infants. 

In  Caldmore  Ward  we  have  51  deaths,  10  of  which  were 
from  Diarrhoea  and  7  from  Convulsions. 

The  following  is  an  extract  taken  from  a  leaflet  which  I 
issued,  and  recommend  everyone  to  get  and  read  carefully,  on 
the  “  Nursing  of  Babies,”  “  How  the  Baby  ought  to  be  Fed,” 
<k  Hand-feeding,”  and  “  Common  Sense  in  the  Feeding  and 
Nursing  of  Babies  ”  : — 

NURSING  OF  BABIES. 

The  mother’s  milk  is  the  food  for  a  baby.  Every  mother 
ought  to  suckle  her  own  baby.  There  is  no  other  nourish¬ 
ment  so  good,  if  the  mother  is  strong  and  healthy. 

But  even  if  the  mother  is  not  strong,  a  good  deal  can  be 
done  by  nourishing  her.  Let  her  have  plenty  of  good  plain 
food,  and  give  her  a  tumblerful  of  half  milk  and  barley- 
water  half-an-hour  before  suckling. 

Give  the  mother  no  Stimulants.  Beer,  Stout,  Whiskey, 
Brandy,  Gin,  Rum,  and  Wines  are  prohibited. 

Do  not  give  the  baby  anything  at  all  before  the  milk 
comes.  No  food  or  medicine  is  required. 

For  seven  or  eight  months  and  not  longer  than  twelve 
months,  should  the  infant  be  suckled,  and  it  should  have 
nothing  else  but  the  mother’s  milk.

All  Farinaceous  Foods,  like  Rice3  Sag©,  Cornflour, 
Pearlina,  and  Tapioca,  are  poison  to  a  young  baby. 

Bread  and  milk,  biscuit  and  milk,  flour,  or  oatmeal  are 
quite  unfit  for  young  babies  to  take. 


HOW  THE  BABY  OUGHT  TO  BE  FED, 


During  the  first  week  and  up  to 
the  end  of  the  first  month  ... 

During  the  second  month 

During  the  third  month  . 

During  the  fourth  and  up  to  the 
end  of  the  seventh  month 


Feed  the  baby  every,  two 
hours. 

Feed  the  baby  every  two  hours 
and  less  often  at  night. 

Feed  every  hours,  and  every 
three  hours  at  night. 

Feed  every  three  to  four  hours. 


Putting  to  the  breast  too  often  is  hurtful.  The  baby 
ought  to  sleep  most  of  its  time,  waking  up  to  be  fed  and 
going  to  sleep  again  ;  and  this  is  the  time  babies  ought  to  be 
taught  regularity. 


Between  the  seventh  and  eighth  months  is  the  time  to 
start  artificial  feeding.  Give  two  meals  daily  of  any  prepared 
food,  such  as  Mellin’s,  Nestles’s,  rusks,  or  it  does  not  matter, 
one  food  is  as  good  as  another.  Be  sure  and  use  fresh  cows’ 
milk  in  whatever  food  you  use,  and  give  the  baby  a  little  pure 
water  to  drink  twice  a  day. 

Do  not  give  a  baby  tea,  coffee,  meat,  bacon,  cheese, 
fruit,  vegetables,  or  pastry.  These  are  very  hurtful  for 

young  children  to  take  ;  in  fact,  what  the  mother  takes  is  not 
suitable  for  the  child. 


Beer,  Stout,  Whiskey,  Brandy,  Rum,  Gin,  Wines,  Soothing 
Syrups,  Teething  Powders,  and  all  those  things  sold  by 
Chemists  as  Elixirs  and  Cordials  should  not  be  given,  anil 
if  advice  is  wanted,  call  in  a  medical  man. 


COMMON  SENSE. 

By  using  common-sense  in  connection  with  the  rearing 
of  children,  we  ought  to  have  this  mortality  in  infants  re¬ 
duced — at  least,  a  number  of  deaths  could  easily  be  prevented. 

Washing  the  baby  thoroughly  clean,  drying  it  perfectly 
dry,  and  preventing  any  wet  clothes  from  lying  next  to  its 
skin  by  changing  instantly,  is  important. 

Babies  ought  to  be  entirely  covered,  excepting  hands  and 
head,  with  flannel  next  the  skin,  and  the  whole  of  its  clothing 
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kept  scrupulously  clean.  Do  not  let  it  roll  about  in  the  dirt, 
where  it  picks  up  anything  and  everything  to  put  into  its 
mouth. 

Babies  are  very  susceptible  to  cold,  so  care  should  be 
taken  to  keep  them  warm  while  washing. 

The  baby  should  be  sent  out  of  doors  on  every  fine 
day,  and  open  the  windows  while  it  is  out. 

For  a  bottle-fed  child  buy  milk  that  is  fresh,  boil  it,  and 
keep  it  in  a  cool  place.  Never  wean  a  breast-fed  child  in  hot 
weather  for  fear  of  Diarrhoea. 

Anyone  wishing  to  receive  a  complete  Copy  can  have  it  by 
applying  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Office. 

There  have  been  iio  cases  of  death,  either  sudden  or  the  Coroner’s 
result  of  accident,  where  the  Coroner  held  an  inquiry  ;  67  on  ncluests 
males  and  43  on  females. 

It  was  found  that  51  of  the  deaths  were  from  Acc  dents 
1  found  Drowned,  4  Suicides,  2  Manslaughter,  and  52  from 
Natural  Causes.

I  think  this  is  a  record  for  the  town,  the  next  lowest  being 
i*93  in  1903.  Comparing  this  with  last  year  we  find  there  were 
297  deaths,  with  a  rate  per  1,000  of  3^37

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


There  has  been  a  great  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases 
of  Infectious  Disease  notified,  352  cases  being  reported  against 
519  cases  last  year,  and  1,161  during  1903. 

This  decrease  is  due  in  a  great  measure  to  the  abatement 
of  the  Scarlet  Fever  Epidemic,  there  being  only  145  cases 
notified  as  compared  with  881  in  1903.

Fumigation  There  were  308  houses  in  which  Infectious  Disease  was 

Disinfectants  not^e(i-  Disinfectants  are  given  out  free  of  charge  while  the 
patient  is  in  the  infectious  stage,  Carbolic  Acid  fluid,  Perchloride 
of  Mercury  and  Carbolic  powder  being  used,  afterwards  the 
house  is  fumigated  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  with  Sulphurous 
Acid  fumes  or  Formalin,  and  in  cases  of  death  from  Phthisis 
the  house  has  been  sprayed  with  Cyllin. 

A  special  preparation  of  lime  is  given  to  the  occupiers  to 
whitewash  the  walls,  and  the  cost  of  this  disinfecting  and 
fumigation  is  about  one  shilling  and  twopence  per  infected 
house  or  a  cost  of  £18  per  anuum. 

Smallpox.  There  has  occurred  only  one  case  of  Smallpox  during  the 

year,  being  a  girl  travelling  with  a  Theatrical  Company.  It  was 
a  very  slight  case,  and  she  was  soon  well.  There  have  been  no 
return  cases.  The  town  for  two  years  has  been  free  from  this 
disease. 

Scarlet  Fever.  One  hundred  and  forty-five  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  have 
been  notified,  i  of  which  was  under  1  year,  43  between  1  and  5, 
92  between  5  and  15,  4  between  15  and  25,  and  5  between  25 
and  65  years  of  age.  This  is  a  decrease  in  the  number  reported 
last  year  when  there  were  332  cases. 

Only  one  death  took  place,  a  child  between  the  age  of  1 
and  5  years,  giving  a  percentage  of  mortality  on  the  cases 
notified  of  *06.

Fever. 

When  compared  with  last  year  there  is  not  much  difference. 
Thirty-three  cases  were  then  recorded,  but  there  is  a  great 
decrease  as  compared  with  1903,  when  70  cases  occurred. 

I  consider  that  the  opening  of  the  Hospital  for  isolation 
and  nursing  of  this  disease  has  been  the  means  of  preventing 
it  from  spreading,  and  I  may  safely  say  we  have  succeeded  in 
stamping  out  what  might  have  been  serious  epidemics. 


We  have  this  year  had  six  cases  in  the  Hospital. 

In  the  spring  of  the  year  a  man  was  admitted  from  Green 
Lane  who  died  ;  and  again  a  little  boy  was  admitted  from 
Upper  Forster  Street,  who  got  well  after  coming  through  an 
exceptionally  severe  illness. 

On  November  the  6th  we  had  an  outbreak  in  a  house  in 
Birchills  Street,  four  people  being  taken  one  after  the  other. 

These  were  all  hemceraghic  cases,  but  happily  no  death  took 
place,  and  they  were  all  dismissed  cured,  and  the  Hospital  has 
since  been  closed. 

The  other  26  cases  who  were  nursed  outside  had  a  District 
Nurse  visiting  them  twice  a  day,  and  some  of  the  cases  were 
exceptionally  slight.  Three  deaths  took  place,  and  all  three  had 
lung  complications. 

In  all  cases  the  drains  are  well  flushed  at  once,  and  the 
houses  fumigated  by  the  Inspectors  either  on  their  removal  to 
the  Hospital  or  the  patients  convalescence. 

Twenty-six  cases  of  Diphtheria  have  been  notified,  against  Diphtheria 
44  cases  in  T904,  and  6  of  Membraneous  Croup,  against  16 
reported  last  year. 

This  is  a  great  decrease  when  compared  with  the  preceding 
year,  when  44  of  Diphtheria  and  16  of  Membraneous  Croup 
were  notified.  It  appears  that  those  cases  were  all  sporadic 
cases  excepting  once,  when  wre  had  two  cases  in  one  house,  and 

those  were  twin  children  nine  months  old,  one  of  which  died. 

/ 

The  deaths  from  the  two  diseases  were  12,  2  being 
under  1  year,  7  between  the  ages  of  1  and  5,  and  3  between  5 
and  15  years  of  age, 

There  has  been  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  Erysipelas 
cases  of  Erysipelas  this  year,  130  being  reported  against  88  in 
1904.  The  majority  of  the  cases  have  been  sporadic,  the 
infection  not  being  given  to  others  in  the  same  house  in  any

I  think  that  some  other  cause  rather  than  infection  is 
responsible  for  this  disease,  because  it  seems  strange  that  one  in 
a  family  of  five  or  six  should  exhibit  symptoms  of  Erysipelas, 
and  without  any  isolation  or  disinfection,  the  sufferer  going  on 
in  his  ordinary  way,  occupying  the  same  living  room  and  sharing 
a  bedroom  with  other  members  of  the  family,  and  yet  the  others 
all  escape  taking  this  disease.  I  think  it  is  rather  owing  to  the 
patient’s  habit  of  body,  his  work,  his  susceptibility  to  cold  and 
other  similar  causes  which  renders  him  more  liable  than  others 
to  this  complaint.  We  have  examples  of  this  in  the  coal-miner 
when  working  in  water  down  the  pit  taking  Erysipelas,  and  we 
also  have  people  whose  work  exposes  them  during  inclement 
weather,  and  many  other  instances. 

Four  deaths  took  place,  i  being  under  i  year  of  age, 
2  between  25  and  65,  and  i  upwards  of  65  years  of  age. 

There  have  been  notified  12  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever, 
and  6  deaths  took  place,  1  between  15  and  25  years,  and  5 
between  25  and  65  years  of  age. 

Three  deaths  were  recorded  as  having  taken  place  from 
Measles 

The  epidemic  which  visited  us  during  1904,  when  we 
had  39  deaths,  has  passed  away.  Two  of  the  deaths  were  of 
children  under  1  year,  and  1  between  the  ages  of  5  and  15  years. 

Last  year  we  had  143  deaths  due  to  Diarrhoea,  while  this 
year  we  have  only  10  r.  Sixty-four  of  these  (or  over  one-half  of 
the  total)  were  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  24  were  between 
the  ages  of  1  and  5  years,  1  between  15  and  25,  4  between  25 
and  65,  and  8  upwards  of  65  years. 

Among  those  10 1  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  we  have  88  of 
them  in  children  under  5  years  of  age,  and  8  among  persons 
over  65  years  of  age,  thus  shewing  us  that  Diarrhoea  is  a  disease 
of  infancy  and  of  old  age.  I  hope,  however,  that  this  year 
(1906),  when  the  Diarrhoea  season  comes  on,  that  better  care 
will  be  taken  in  the  nursing,  feeding,  and  treatment  of  children. 
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SANITARY  WORK. 

Nine  thousand  seven  hundred  and  thirty-seven  houses  have 
been  visited  and  reported  uoon  ;  250  conversions  of  privies  into 
water-closets  have  been  made  during  the  year.  There  have 
been,  under  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act,  13  houses 
reported  upon,  one  of  which  has  been  closed  by  order  of  the 
Magistrates  ;  the  others  are  still  under  notice. 

A  number  of  old  privies  still  exist.  I  am  of  opinion 
nuisances  will  occur  from  structural  defects  and  from  the  excreta 
chamber.  I  should  advise,  if  the  distiict  be  sewered,  for  all  old 
privies  to  be  converted  into  water-closets  and  so  avoid  this 
nuisance. 

There  is  still  a  great  number  of  privies  in  the  Borough, 
especially  about  Bloxwich,  Darlaston  Road,  Wolverhampton 
Road,  and  although  these  are  regularly  and  efficiently  cleansed 
by  the  Borough  Surveyor’s  Department,  in  my  opinion  they  are 
a  nuisance,  as  any  method  by  which  excreta  is  retained  in  a 
receptacle  instead  of  being  instantly  disposed  of,  is  a  dangerous 
and  insanitary  one. 

No  occupier  is  required  to  empty  his  own  ashpit,  this  is 
done  by  the  Borough  Surveyor’s  Department.  The  ashpits  are 
made  small,  the  floors  are  level  with  the  yard,  therefore  it  is 
necessary  to  have  them  frequently  emptied  and  disinfected, 
carbolic  powder  being  used.  Destructors,  in  which  this  refuse 
can  be  destroyed,  are  now  made  in  London  by  a  firm  that  can 
return  to  you  a  paying  dividend  on  the  money  laid  out,  and  if 
this  were  done  it  would  meet  a  great  difficulty. 

I  think  that  much  of  the  healthy  condition  of  the  town  is 
due  to  the  excellent  sewage  system.  All  credit  should  be  given 
to  the  Borough  Surveyor  and  his  staff  for  the  very  excellent 
way  in  which  the  sewage  system  is  worked  and  controlled. 
Although  several  complaints  were  made  during  the  year  about 
smells  from  the  sewers  by  different  people,  when  investigation 
was  made  the  nuisance  was  immediately  removed,  and  has  not 
recurred.

I  am  pleased  to  say  that  the  old  type  of  brick  or  quarry 
sink  in  cottage  property  is  being  replaced  by  sinks  made  of 
glazed  eai  then  ware,  fitted  with  a  glazed  waste  pipe,  discharging 
on  to  a  channel  in  the  open  air.  In  the  table  below  we  see  the 
number  of  sanitary  sinks  fitted  during  the  last  five  years.

The  perforated  covers  over  the  manholes  of  the  sewers  at 
the  street  level  have  been  done  away  with,  and  ventilating  shafts 
have  been  erected  in  suitable  positions. 


for  a  considerable  time  there  was  a  smell  from  the  Pump¬ 
ing  Stacion  at  Rushall,  which  was  due  to  the  overflow  from  the 
tank  into  the  Brook,  causing  a  smell  down  the  stream  for  a 
distance  of  four  or  five  hundred  yards.  Since  this  has  been 
remedied,  a  smell  has  been  noticed  from  the  burning  mounds 
and  Brick  Works  at  Stubborn  Green,  but  I  fear  that  the  remedy 
is  in  the  hands  of  the  future. 
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Some  people  think  and  say  that  black  smoke  means  money  Black  Smoke 
and  would  like  to  see  more  of  it,  although  this  is  a  fallacy,  the  Nuisance- 
fine  particles  ot  carbon  floating  in  the  air  are  inhaled,  giving  rise 
to  injurious  effects  in  people  who  inhale  it,  causing  bronchial 
affections.  In  the  aged  poor  it  is  difficult  to  say  how  much 
Chronic  Bronchitis  and  other  affections  are  due  to  contaminated 
atmosphere. 

I  think  this  condition  ought  to  receive  more  attention. 

The  Common  Lodging  Houses  are  in  the  hands  of  the  Common 
Police,  who  take  notice  of  the  suitability  of  the  premises  on 
receiving  a  satisfactory  report  from  me,  and  afterwards  look  after 
their  sanitary  condition.  This  1  consider  an  unsatisfactory 
arrangement.  I  think  the  Sanitary  Inspector  is  the  proper 
official  to  look  after  the  Common  Lodging  Houses. 

There  are  22  Common  Lodging  Houses,  containing  128 
rooms,  registered  as  sleeping  apartments,  and  accommodating 
462  persons. 

Of  this  class  of  house  there  are  about  10  or  12  in  the  Houses  let 
Borough.  The  class  of  person  using  these  are  practically  the  m  Lodgings* 
same  as  those  using  the  Common  Lodging  Houses,  only  they 
take  the  room  foi  a  week. 

There  are  no  byedaws  in  force  in  the  Borough  dealing  with 
such  houses,  any  nuisance  which  arises  is  dealt  with  under  the 
nuisance  clauses  contained  in  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  but 
the  Local  Government  Board  may  empower  a  Local  Authority 
to  make  byedaws  as  to  lodging  houses  of  this  class.  Sec.  90  of 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  states:  “The  Local  Government 
Board  may,  if  they  think  fit,  by  notice  published  in  the  London 
Gazette,  declare  the  following  enactment  to  be  in  force  within 
the  district,  or  any  part  of  the  district,  of  any  local  authority, 
and  from  and  after  the  publication  of  such  notice,  such  authority 
shall  be  empowered  tQ  make  bye-laws  for  the  following  matters 
(that  is  to  say).

(i.)  For  fixing  and  from  time  to  time  varying  the  number 
of  persons  who  may  occupy  a  house  or  a  part  of  a  house  which 
is  let  in  lodgings  or  occupied  by  members  of  more  than  one 
family,  and  for  the  separation  of  the  sexes  in  a  house  so  let  or 
occupied. 

(2.)  For  the  registration  of  houses  so  let  or  occupied. 

(3.)  For  the  inspection  of  such  bouses. 

(4.)  For  enforcing  drainage  and  the  provision  of  privy 
accommodation  for  such  houses,  and  for  promoting  cleanliness 
and  ventilation  in  such  houses. 

(5.)  For  the  cleansing  and  lime-washing  at  stat  d  times  of 
the  premises,  and  for  the  paving  of  the  courts  and  courtyards 
thereof. 

(6.)  b  or  the  giving  of  notices  and  the  taking  of  precautions 
in  case  ol  any  infectious  disease.  This  sect  on  shall  not  apply 
to  common  lodging  houses  within  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
relating  to  common  lodging  houses. 

I  think  that  some  steps  should  be  taken  to  control  these 
premises,  which  need  supervision  quite  as  much  as  common 
lodging  houses. 

Fifty  notices  of  over-crowding  in  dwelling-houses  have 
been  served.  In  24  cases  the  families  have  removed  to  more 
commodious  premises,  and  in  the  remaining  cases  the  number 
of  inmates  have  been  reduced. 

The  number  of  private  Slaughter-houses  in  use  is  44,  of 
which  32  are  registered,  having  been  in  use  previous  to  the  pass¬ 
ing  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  and  12  are  licensed. 

One  new  Slaughter-house  has  been  licensed  this  year, 
situate  at  the  rear  of  87,  Ablewell  street. 

Inspections  are  made  weekly  to  see  that  the  Bye-laws  are 
complied  with,  and  that  the  meat  prepared  there  is  of  a  whole¬ 
some  character. 
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A  special  inspection  has  been  made  of  all  the  Slaughter¬ 
houses  in  the  Borough,  and  in  dealing  with  them  we  divided 
them  into  good,  fair,  and  bad. 

In  the  first-class  there  were  five  houses,  in  the  second  thirty- 
three,  and  seven  I  con.siclered  quite  unfit  for  the  purposes  for 
which  they  were  used. 

After  this  inspection  letters  were  sent  to  six  of  them.  In 
the  sever, th  case  the  u;e  of  the  slaughter-house  was  immediately 
discontinued,  and  it  will  not  again  be  used  (this  was  a  Registered 
Slaughter-house  at  the  rear  of  96  Ablewell  Street). 

Of  the  other  six,  three  were  houses  used  by  Pork-butchers, 
and  they  have  now  converted  these  insanitary  houses  into  good 
ones,  putting  in  concrete  doors  and  lining  with  white  glazed 
bricks,  in  fact  they  have  made  the  premises  quite  satisfactory. 

Of  the  other  three  one  has  had  a  concrete  floor,  the 
slaughter-house  repaired,  and  a  new  set  of  drains  laid  ;  the  other 
two  are  still  in  our  hands. 

I  have  inspected  70  Bakehouses.  They  are  mostly  in  a  Bakehouses, 
fair  sanitary  condition,  some  of  them  are  very  good.  There  are 
27  Bakehouses  that  are  really  good,  32  that  are  fair,  and  11  that 
are  bad.  Most  of  them  have  been  put  right ;  there  are  three 
still  in  our  hands.  There  is  one  underground  Bakehouse  for 
which  a  certificate  has  been  granted  under  Section  10 1  Factory 
and  Workshop  Act,  1901. 

There  are  38  cowkeepers  in  the  Borough,  having  409  cows,  j)ajpes 

and  we  have  214  milk  sellers.  Cowsheds, 

and  Milk- 
shops. 

The  premises  have  all  been  visited  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors,  and  their  condition  found  to  be  sanitary. 

The  Borough  Engineer  is  still  experimenting  at  Brockhurst  Sewage 
Farm.  I  should  think  it  better  before  expending  a  lot  of  money  Disposal, 
to  continue  experimenting  for  a  long  time. 
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SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  DISTRICT. 

Nine  thousand  seven  hundred  and  thirty-seven  houses 
have  been  visited  and  reported  upon.  Nearly  the  whole  of  the 
Birchills  and  Leamore  Wards  have  been  inspected,  and  portions 
of  each  of  the  other  Wards. 

I  think  that  in  some  parts  of  the  district  two  years  is  not 
too  long  between  inspections,  whereas  in  other  parts  of  the  town 
I  should  like  a  house  to  house  inspection  made  twice  in  the 
year,  as  it  all  depends  on  the  kind  of  property  we  are  dealing 
with. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOP  ACT. 

We  have  715  Workshops  on  the  Register,  each  of  which 
has  been  visited  ;  1,068  inspections  in  all  have  been  made,  and 
in  180  cases  notices  have  been  served,  10  of  which  were  reported 
by  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories.  All  of  these  nuisances  have 
been  remedied. 

We  have  received  during  the  year  from  H.M.  Inspector  of 
Factories,  notices  of  42  newly  occupied  workshops. 

Seventeen  newly  occupied  workshops  and  67  removals  have 

been  reported  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

There  are  about  130  outworkers  in  connection  with  about 

20  factories.  There  is  still  a  difficulty  in  getting  the  outworkers 
list  regularly  in  accordance  with  the  Act.  Each  of  the  homes 
of  the  outworkers  has  been  visited,  and  the  room  used  found  to 
be  in  a  fairly  sanitary  condition. 

In  several  cases  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  temporardv 
prohibit  home  work  in  houses  in  which  infectious  disease  has 
occurred. 

In  150  cases  for  the  want  of  cleanliness,  in  10  for  want  of 
ventilation,  8  for  other  nuisances,  and  12  for  breach  of  Sanitary 
Regulations  for  bakehouses,  notices  have  been  served,  and  all  of 
them  have  been  remedied  with  the  exception  of  3  bakehouses, 
which  are  still  under  notice.

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACTS. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-seven  samples  of  Food  and  Drugs 
have  been  submitted  to  the  Borough  Analyst,  20  were  found  to 
be  adulterated  (for  details  see  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report). 

MIDWIVES’  ACT. 

There  are  51  women  in  the  Borough  practising  as  midwives 
under  the  Certificate  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board.  I  have 
visited  the  homes  of  each  of  these  women,  and  with  a  few 
exceptions  they  Wc  re  all  good  homes.  A  large  number  ot  them 
did  not  understand  how  to  keep  their  books,  and,  in  fact,  were 
ignorant  of  their  responsibilities  under  the  Act  and  the  Regula¬ 
tions,  so  much  so  was  this  the  case,  that  I  thought  if  I  gave  a 
course  of  lectures  to  them  it  would  not  be  without  good. 

In  the  months  of  October,  November  and  December,  I 
gave  a  lecture  each  week  on  tiie  more  important  diseases, 
accidents,  &c.,  also  on  the  feeding  and  nursing  of  children,  and 
I  am  pleased  to  say  they  were  well  attended,  the  women  taking 
an  exceeding  interest  in  them,  and  no  doubt  derived  very  great 
benefit.  I  made  a  special  point  of  showing  them  the  exceeding 
mortality  among  infants,  and  pointed  out  to  them  the  dangers 
of  hand-fed  children  over  breast-fed  children,  so  that  when  the 
diarrhoea  season  this  year  comes  round  they  shall  be  ready  to 
assist  in  dealing  with  this  high  death  rate. 

x\  map  is  appended  giving  the  area,  population,  number  of 
persons  per  aero,  death  rate,  number  of  deaths  of  children  under 
1  year,  number  of  cases  of  Diarrhoea,  and  number  of  cases  of 
Infectious  Disease  in  each  of  the  eight  Wards  of  the  Borough, 
excluding  the  Workhouse  and  the  Walsall  and  District  Hospital. 

I  am  unable  to  give  the  birth  rate  as  I  only  receive  the 
number  of  births,  not  having  the  separate  figures  for  each  Ward.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gintlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Eighth  Annual 
Report 

There  has  been  one  change  in  the  staff,  viz.  ; — Mr.  John 
Shingler  commenced  duties  as  Clerk  on  August  8th  in  place  of 
Mr.  W.  T.  Blake,  who  resigned,  having  been  appointed  Assistant 
Sanitary  Inspector  at  Cheltenham. 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  testifying  to  the  good  work  done 
by  the  Assistant  Sanitary  Inspectors  in  their  respective  Districts. 

The  report  is  prepared  on  the  usual  lines,  Table  No.  I 
gives  details  of  notices  served,  1,784  nuisances  being  dealt 
with,  and  on  December  31st  there  were  40  of  these  still  under 
notice. 


Six  hundred  and  thirty-one  notices  were  given  to  occupiers, 
and  principally  dealt  with  uncleanly  premises,  or  keeping  of 
animals  or  poultry  so  as  to  be  a  nuisance. 

Table  II  has  particulars  of  new  work  connected  with 
drainage  and  the  provision  of  additional  suitable  sanitary  con¬ 
veniences.  Twenty-three  water  closets  and  30  ashpits  or  ashbins 
have  been  provided,  either  to  bring  up  the  accommodation  to 
th'“  standard  required  by  you  or  to  replace  defective  structures. 

Twelve  houses  have  been  supplied  with  drains  emptying 
into  a  sewer,  and  9  houses  have  been  drained  to  covered  cess¬ 
pools. 

Twelve  wells  have  been  closed,  and  39  houses  have  had 
supplies  of  South  Staffordshire  water  laid  on. 

There  are  still  in  the  Borough  345  houses  dependant  on 
92  wells  for  their  drinking  water. 

The  50  cases  of  overcrowding  mentioned  in  Table  III. 
were  each  of  a  bad  type,  but  are  not  all  the  cases  found.  In 
those  houses  where  attention  was  given  to  cleanliness  and  ven- 
tilaticn,  and  where  the  income  was  diminished  owing  to  lack  of 
work,  the  occupants,  if  not  seriously  overcrowded,  were  advised 
to  obtain  houses  having  increased  accommodation  in  the  sleep 
ing  rooms. 

In  the  cases  dealt  with,  indecent  occupation  of  sleeping 
apartments  occurred  with  the  overcrowding. 

Table  IV.  shows  that  355  houses  in  bad  repair  have  oeen 
under  notice,  10  were  closed  and  345  were  repaired  or  cleansed 
and  made  habitable. 

Nine  thousand  seven  hundred  and  thirty-seven  houses  have 
been  examined  and  reported  upon,  attention  has  been  given  to 
nuisances  from  the  keeping  of  animals  or  poultry  in  close  prox¬ 
imity  to  dwelling-houses,  102  cases  being  reported.  This  class 
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of  nuisance  appears  to  be  increasing,  there  is  a  tendency  to 
erect  in  back  yards  or  on  the  open  spaces  intended  f  )r  gardens 
at  the  rear  of  houses  unsightly  structures  which  are  used  as  pens 
and  runs  for  Fowls,  etc. 

In  old  houses  where  rents  vary  from  3/-  to  4/6  weekly  a 
suitable  wash-house  is  not  always  maintained.  The  building  is 
allowed  to  become  dilapidated,  the  sink  defective,  boiler  and 
furnace  in  a  tumble-down  condition,  and  frequently  a  defective 
structure  such  as  that  described  is  i  itended  for  the  use  of  three 
or  more  houses. 

It  is  very  essential  that  a  wash-house  having  an  impervious 
floor,  a  sound  earthenware  sink  fitted  with  a  waste  pipe,  and  a 
goo  1  boiler  with  furnace  should  be  at  the  disposal  of  occupants 
if  we  look  to  them  to  be  particular  about  personal  ablutions  and 
the  washing  of  clothing. 

Seven  new  wash-houses  have  been  provided,  and  91  ren¬ 
dered  fit  for  use. 

The  next  table  gives  particulars  of  places  where  food  is 
prepared  or  sold  ;  3,924  visits  have  been  made  to  377  different 
premises;  715  Workshops  are  on  the  register,  and  1,068 
inspections  were  made. 

"The  reports  of  work  done  and  action  taken  under  the  Sale 
of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  and  the  Canal  Boat  Acts  are  copied 
from  the  reports  made  to  the  Local  Government  Board. 

Table  VI.  gives  Magisterial  proceedings,  14  summonses 
were  issued  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  8  under  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1875,  and  1  under  the  Housing  of  the  Working 
Classes  Act,  1903. 


Table  VII.  has  particulars  of  unsound  food  destroyed. 
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'Fable  VIII.  contains  the  number  of  cases  of  notifiable 
disease  and  the  localities  in  which  they  occurred.  On  Decem¬ 
ber  31st  there  were  14  infected  houses  under  supervision,  in  12

Last  year  10  notices  of  insufficient  means 
of  ventilation  were  given,  owing  to  a  little  carelessness  when  loading. 
The  cargo  on  each  boat  inspected  this  year  has  been  placed  so  as  to 
afford  ventilation  to  the  Cabin.
